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1 . The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 1-10 and addition of new 
claims 1 1-32 by the amendment filed on 9/5/2003. Claims 1 1-32 are presented for 
examination. 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer.

3. Claims 1 1 -32 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,618,775 issued to Henry A. Davis in view of common knowledge in the art including 
US Patent 5,774,476 issued to Pressly et al. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are obvious variations except the use of data transfer protocol IEEE 

1 149.1 in claims 15, 26, 29 and 31 . However, the use of data transfer protocol IEEE 
1 149.1 in test access port was well known in the art at the time the invention was made 
as evidenced by US Patent 5,774,476 issued to Pressly et al. The reference of Pressly 
et al. teaches the feature in col. 2, lines 35-40. It would have been obvious to 
implement the above protocol in the system of Henry A. Davis because this t ^ 
conventional protocol used in test access port. 
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4. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

5. Claim 30 is objected to because the word -and — should be inserted after ";" in 
line 8. 

6. Claims 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The examiner notes the following ambiguities. 
However, all claims should be revised carefully to eliminate all grammatical errors and 
antecedent basis problems. 

As per claim 11, "said interfaces" (line 3) and "said external interfaces" (line 4) 
lack proper antecedent basis. 

As per dependent claims 12-16, the claims incorporate the deficiencies of the 
parent claim. 

7. Claims 1 1-32 would be allowable over the prior art on record because the claims 
recite in combination with other elements, "a trigger condition which is compared with an 
event occurring on a monitored bus and in response to a comparison match, a trace of 
bus data is retained in storage". The prior art on record does not teach or fairly 
suggests at least the above claimed feature. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Applicant is urged to consider the references. However, the 
references should be evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, rather 
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than by their specific disclosure. The prior art submitted by applicant has been 
considered by the examiner and made of record in the file.
